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Detailed Review Inaugural Fun 
Of U.S. Foreign 
Policy Expected 


Diplomats Predict 
Survey To Lead to 
High Level Parleys 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — Presi­ 
dent Kennedy is expected to be­ 
gin almost immediately a sweep­ 
ing review of U.S. foreign and de­ 
fense policies to determine how 
he can work toward worldwide 
peace and cooperation as set forth 
in his inaugural aldress. 
Diplomats predict the survey of 
International relations and the de­ 
velopment of new or revised pro­ 
grams will lead to early, high- 
level consultation with Allied gov­ 
ernments as a prelude to negotia­ 
tions with the Soviet Union. 
Kennedy told the world after be 
ing sworn in Friday that both 
aides in the cold war should “ be­ 
gin anew the quest for peace,” 
including a fresh start on disarm- 
amend and o t h e r critical prob­ 
lems. His words stood as a chal­ 
lenge to Soviet Prem ier Nikita 
Khrushchev, who has called for 
an early return to summit con­ 
ference diplomacy. 
The new President did not men­ 
tion a summit conference nor any 
other form of negotiation in spe 
cific terms. The burden of his 
ctatement seemed to be that it is 
not the form but the purpose 
of 
n e g o tia te s 
which is important. 
He had said during the political 
campaign last fall that a meeting 
at the summit must give advance 
promise of agreement. 
In his 
first official declaration 
as president, Kennedy said that 
the United States would never 
“ negotiate out of fear.” This ap­ 
peared to be a caution to Khrush­ 
chev against trying t o force a 
summit meeting by stirring up a 
new crisis at Berlin or elsewhere. 
What the great powers should 
do. 
Kennedy 
said, 
is 
“ explore 
those problems which unite us in­ 
stead of belaboring those prob­ 
lems which divide us.” 
The difficult task now before 
the new administration is to de­ 
vise 
programs by which these 
general statements of purpose can 
be translated into specific pro­ 
posals for action. 
The same thing holds true for 
Kennedy’s pledge to work in close 
unity with Allied countries, to sun 
port the freedom of the new 
tions 
of 
Asia 
and 
Afrifa, 
to 
strengthen the United Nations and 
to creaet a “ new adance of prog­ 
ress” with “ our sister republics” 
of the Western hemisphere. 
With Secretary of State Dean 
Busk and other Cabinet members 
taking office today, and with the 
detailed job of organizing the new 
government stll 
ahead, no 
one 
here now knows how long the task 
of developing new plans will take. 
The only negotiation pending In 
the disarm am ent field is the Ge 
neva 
conference 
on 
a 
nuclear 
weapons test ban. In suspension 
since late last year, this confer­ 
ence is scheduled to resume Feb. 
7. State Department officials ex­ 
pect the Kennedy administration 
will have to seek a delay. 
The 
U.N. 
General 
Assembly, 
which recessed late last year, is 
due to return to work March 7. 
A delay in that meeting has not 
been suggested, so the new ad­ 
ministration has a month and a 
half to get ready for the whole 
range of problems normally be­ 
fore the Assembly. 
In at least one crisis Kennedy 
and Rusk have no choice but to 
move ahead rapidly. The conflict 
in Laos, which plagued the clos­ 
ing months of the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration, continues unabated 
The United States is supporting 
the pro-Western 
government 
of 
Prem ier Boun Oum. The Soviets 
claim the legal prem ier is Sou* 
vanna Phouma, who fled the coun­ 
try last month after warring fac 
tions destroyed the ability of his 
neutralist regime to maintain or 
der. 
Communist arm s h*ve been de­ 
livered to rebel forces from neigh­ 
boring North Vietnam in Soviet 
planes.

Is All Over Now 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
The 
inaugural fun is over for Presi­ 
dent Kennedy. 
This is his first full day in of­ 
fice, and even though it’s a Satur­ 
day—normally a light day at the 
White House, Kennedy planned a 
full work schedule. 
He was out late again Friday 
night with aother round of m er­ 
ry-making, but his schedule to­ 
day called for a meeting with the 
White House staff at 9 a m. and 
a luncheon date with the National 
Democratic Committee. 
If the Senate gives quick ap­ 
proval to Kennedy’s Cabinet se­ 
lections, they will be sworn in 
at a White House ceremony late 
today. 
And tonight Kennedy is to be 
honor guest at a dinner of the 
Alfalfa Club, a fun-loving social 
organization. 
You’d think, after the pace Ken­ 
nedy has been keeping these past 
few days, that he’d be ready fjr 
a quiet evening in his new home. 
Rut that doesn’t take into account 
the amazing Kennedy energy. 
His inauguration day offered a 
perfect example. 
After his inaugural address, he 
watched the big parade in his 
honor that went on and on until 
6:14 p.m., a full hour after dark­ 
ness had fallen. 
Since it was bitter cold, and the 
wind made it seem even colder, 
most of the spectators, including 
those who paid $25 apiece for 
their seats, fled to warm er hav­ 
ens. 
Kennedy 
not 
only 
stayed 
through every minute of it, he 
seemed really to enjoy it. 
He got a bang out of a Buffalo 
Bill type character who rode a 
buffalo in the parade. 
He admired the PT-boat similar 
to the one he once commanded. 
He clapped 
and grinned and 
doffed his high silk hat and. when 


it was over, said “ It was won­ 
derful.” 
Then Friday n i g h t Kennedy 
really had himself a ball. 
The crowds were so huge that 
the ball was scattered over five 
sites. 
Kennedy went to (hem all. 
Mrs. Kennedy gave up at a 
fairly 
decent 
hour 
and 
went 
home. 
Kennedy scurried right ahead, 
as if racing around town from 
one ballroom to another was the 
finest sport in the world. Indeed, 
he said so. 
“I think this is a wonderful way 
to spend an evening,” Kennedy 
said at one o’clock in the morn­ 
ing. “ I hope we can all meet here 
tomorrow night at the same place 
at I 
a m. 
and do it all over 
again.” 
Then he hustled away to anoth­ 
er ballroom. 
Possibly the highlight of the 
evening was his visit to the huge 
National Guard Armory. 
President 
and 
Mrs. 
Kennedy 
and Vice President and Mrs. Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson sat in a box over­ 
looking a floor so big 100-yard 
dashes can be run on a straight­ 
away with plenty of room to spare 
spare. 
Some of the spectators, who 
paid from $25 to $40 each for tick­ 
ets, were so far away they could 
scarcely tell which was Kennedy 
and which was Johnson. 
And there was little dancing, 
just standing, although many en­ 
livened the evening by sipping 
champagne out of—of all things 
—paper cups. 
Nearly everyone else in Wash­ 
ington, worn out by a big day, 
beat his way home through the 
snow and went to bed.

a rn. Kennedy 
dropped by the home of columnist 
Joseph Alsop—and joined another 
party.

Unwanted Boy 


Is Given Home

WILLIAMSON, W. Va. (AP)—A 
boy who says he broke into a 
store and stole several radios “ so 
someone would take me in their 
home” has gotten his wish. 
He blurted out his story of be­ 
ing unwanted Friday while before 
Special Circuit Court Judge S. N. 
Friedburg. The judge was about 
to sentence him on a breaking anc 
entering charge. 
The 
boy, 
14, 
and 
previously 
sent to the industrial school for 
boys at Pruntytown, W. Va., in­ 
terrupted the judge and said he 
wanted to talk to Police Chief 
Rossy Bucci. 
Chief Bucci was his friend, the 
boy said. 
He pulled from his pocket a 
letter from his father. The father 
had written he did not want his 
son. A court official spoke un 
saying the boy’s mother also had 
expressed herself as not wanting 
him. 
“ Can you find me a home?” the 
boy pleaded to the police chief. 
Judge Friedburg, who refused 
to make public the name of the 
boy, asked Bucci: “You may take 
the boy if you want him.” 
“ Do I want him? No way in 
the world could I let him go,” said 
Bucci, a bachelor living with his 
mother. 
Judge Friedburg then awarded 
custody of the boy to the police 
chief until a permanent home can 
be found.

Harrisburg,

ern New England a foot and as 
much as six inches covered areas 
as far south as Virginia. 
Stinging 
winds 
whipped 
the 
snow into deep drifts over wide 
areas and thousands of workers 
were 
pressed 
into 
emergency 
service in an attempt to clear 
traffic arteries. 
The

went off as scheduled in Wash­ 
ington but only 
after a 
small 
army of workers labored through 
the nieht to clear the streets. 
Residents of Nantucket Island 
off the Massachusetts coast called 
it the worst blizzard in 20 years 
as the raging storm lashed the 
exposed island leaving 15 Inches 
of snow. 
Tides three to four feet above 
normal washed the New England 
coastal area forcing many resi­ 
dents to flee homes in lowland 
areas. 
The spreading cold wave held 
most of the eastern two thirds of 
the nation in its grip today with 
30 degree readings exending as 
far south a 
West Palm Beach, 
Fla. 
Citrus growers expected little 
damage unless the cold snap ex­ 
tends over a prolonged period but 
vegetable growers took extensive 
precautions to protect frost-sensi- 
ive crops. 
Sub-zero readings were reDorted 
from the Northeast through the 
upper Great Lakes and from the 
eatern Dakotas 
through eastern 
Nebraska and western Iowa. 
California was in the midst of 
Its worst winter drought in more 
than 80 years with only .13 inches 
of rain reported in San Francisco 
in the past 40 days. 


Turnpike Bond 
Swindle Eyed 


Banks M ake Checkup 
On Possible Losses 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—How 
extensive is the Ohio turnpike bond 
swindle? 
Banks and investment houses 
here and in the New York area 
are looking into their portfolios in 
the wake of Friday’s revelation 
that the bonds with a face value 
totaling at least $365,000 were ei­ 
ther conterfeit or suspected. 
One block of $50,000 worth came 
to light here and another of the 
same total turned up in Cleveland. 
George H. Cutter, partner in Cut­ 
ter, Bennett & Co., New York, 
said an employe of the firm that 
printed 
the 
genuine bonds con­ 
firmed that a block totaling $265,- 
000 in denominations of $1,000 each 
uncovered there was spurious. 
This represented only a small 
fraction of the $326 million worth 
issued 
to 
finance 
the 
241-mile 
northern Ohio toll road, but it still 
nromised to he a costly fraction to 
the institutions holding them. 
President Leland A. Stner of 
the Ohio National Bank here said 
there was no reason for any legti- 
mate bondholder to be disturbed. 
The counterfeiting was disclosed 
in a joint statement by Stoner and 
Chairman James W. Shocknessy 
of the Turnpike Commission say­ 
ing: 
“We have learned that some 
forged bonds, purportedly issued 
by the Ohio Turnpike Commission, 
have appeared on the New York 
financial m arket.” 
The statement added that the 
FBI and other government agen­ 
cies concerned with those commit- 
ing c r i m e s involving national 
hanks had been informed, and that 
it was expected the forgers would 
be apprehended. 
The statement also attributed 
t^e counterfeiting to a “ network 
of criminals operating throughout 
the United States, forging securi 
ties and counterfeiting currency. 
Federal 
investigating 
agencies 
made no comment. 
The original discovery of the 
forgeries was credited to Salomon 
Bros. & Hutzler, New York in 
vestment bankers, after it had 
transferred one lot of $125,000 of 
the bonds to the Chemical Bank 
New York Trust Co. earlier this 
week.

Inauguration 


Speech Hailed 


By Non-Reds 


LONDON (AP) — The non-Com- 
munist world today hailed Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s inaugural speech 
as a stirring message of hope and 
challenge. It gave special cheers 
to his bid for renewed East-West 
negotiations. 
Hopes that Kennedy can ease 
cold war tensions were also ex­ 
pressed by three top Communist 
leaders — Soviet Prem ier Nikita 
Khrushchev, East Germany’s Wal­ 
ter 
Ulbricht 
and 
Yugoslavia’s 
President Tito. In other Red sec­ 
tors Kennedy was denounced or 
ignored. 
Cuban 
Prim e 
Minister 
Fidel 
Castro greeted Kennedy’s speech 
with an offer to make peace—but 
on his own terms. He said the 
United States 
must change its 
“ mistaken and absurd” police to­ 
ward his regime before any recon­ 
ciliation is possible. 
The British press seized on Ken­ 
nedy’s phrase, “ U t us never ne­ 
gotiate out of fear, but let us nev­ 
er fear to negotiate.” 
“This is a splendid motto for 
all of us,” the laborite Daily Her­ 
ald said. “ And now we await the 
r e s p o n s e of the Communist 
world.”

Elsewhere over the nation today | noncommunist capitals wa. fa 
vorable. In the United Nations,

GETTYSBURG,

Dwight and Mamie Eisenhower, 
out of the White House less than 
a day, settled down today in the 
first private home they have ever 
known. 
Throughout their married life, 
the 
Eisenhowers 
have 
always 
lived 
at 
temporary’ 
addresses. 
Some of them have been excel­ 
lent ones, such as 1600 Pennsyl­ 
vania Avenue, Washington, D. C., 
Supreme 
Headquarters, 
Allied 
Powers in Europe, and the Presi­ 
dent’s Residence, Columbia Uni­ 
versity. 
But wherever they have lived 
in the past, the Eisenhowers al­ 
ways knew a moving day would 
come. 
Now', 
regardless of 
how 
far 
they may travel, an attractive 
white brick and fieldstone house 
with 14 bed rooms and 8 baths 
will always be home. 
The Eisenhowers bought their 
farm on the edge of the Gettys­ 
burg Battlefield in 1950 and im ­ 
mediately began renovating the 
ancient 
house. 
The 
renovation 
was completed in 1955 at a cost 
of some $150,000. They spent their 
first night there in March, 1955. 
Jam es C. Hagerty, who served 
as Eisenhower’s press se c re tly 
during 
his eight 
years in the 
White House, told newsmen then: 
“This is the first private house 
the President and Mrs. Eisenhow­ 
er have ever known, and there 
will be no inspection of the house 
now or ever.” 
Most 
of 
the 
Information 
the 
public has gotten about the Ei­ 
senhower home has come from 
persons who have been guests 
there. 
A glassed-in sun porch over­ 
looks the Civil War battlefield. 
Some of the world’s leading fig 
ures have chatted with Eisenhow­ 
er there. 
Another item is a white m ar­ 
ble mantle in the living room 
It 
was 
installed 
in 
the 
White 
House in 1854 and removed dur­ 
ing the administration of Chester 
Arthur. located in a second-hand 
store several years ago, the White 


House staff bought it and present­ 
ed it to the Eisenhowers on their 
38th wedding anniversary. 
An indication of the feeling the 
Eisenhowers 
have 
about 
their 
home is the fact that he will not 
have an office here. Instead, he 
is setting up an office in a house 
on the campus of Gettysburg Col­ 
lege. 
The Eisenhowers reached home 
at 5:52 p.m. Friday after an auto­ 
mobile trip of two hours and 22 
minutes from Washington, for the 
first time without a Secret Serv­ 
ice and police escort. 
Roads made hazardous by the 
heavy snow’, a stop to take off 
chains, and several slow-downs to 
acknowledge greetings from road­ 
side 
wellwishers 
accounted 
for 
the longer than usual travel time. 
Gettysburgers, who in the past 
have respected the Eisenhower’s 
wishes for privacy, will give them 
a big “ welcome home” tonight. 
They will be guests at a dinner 
at the Hotel Gettysburg. Since 
only about 200 tickets are avail­ 
able, there will be a public cere­ 
mony on the town square before 
tile dinner.

MOSCOW (AP)—Fresh on the 
heels of the inauguration of Pres­ 
ident Kennedy, Prem ier Khrush­

An 
embassy 
spokesman 
said 
they 
discussed 
“ Soviet American problems.” 
No further details were given 
about the subjects of the talks. 
It was presumed that Khrushchev 
pressed for an early meeting with 
the new president in an effort to 
establish a warmer relationship 
such as he felt he had worked 
out with President Eisenhower at 
the time of the Camp David meet­ 
ing. 
Khrushchev had with him Vas 
sili 
Kuznetsov, 
deputy 
foreign 
minister, 
and 
A.S. 
Dobrynan, 
chief of the American section of 
the foreign office. 
Each had interpreters, although 
much of the conversation was in 
Russian directly between Khrush­ 
chev and Thompson, who speaks 
relatively good Russian. 
Khrushchev did not waste any 
time getting in touch with the 
new president. He and President 
Leonio Brezhnev sent Kennedy 
telegram Friday expressing hope 
“ we can remove existing suspi­ 
cion and distrust and grow the 
seed of friendship and business­ 
like cooperation between our two 
peoples.” 
The Camp David spirit stran 
gled with the U2 incident of May 
I last year. The long projected 
Paris summit conference died be­ 
fore it began in mid-May when 
Khrushchev walked out, refusing 
to meet Eisenhower unless the 
U.S. 
president 
apologized 
and 
made 
amends. 
Eisenhower 
re­ 
fused to bend. 
Since then Khrushchev has re­ 
peated that he would not meet 
Eisenhower again, but would be 
glad to have talks with 
the next 
president. 
The press has been full of ex­ 
pressions of hope that better po­ 
litical and commercial relations 
could be worked out between the

Domestic Program 
Expected Shortly with 
Depressed Area Aid 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — Presi­ 
dent Kennedy is off to a flying 
start with a Democratic controlled 
Congress on which he Is depend­ 
ing to pass his legislative pro­ 
gram. 
Although there is some minor 
commotion over the timing, the 
Senate appears likely to give swift 
approval to the new chief execu­ 
tive's Cabinet and other top ap­ 
pointments. That approval may 
come today. 
His domestic program will start 
rolling with scheduled Senate con­ 
sideration within s few days of a 
bill to provide federal aid for de­ 
pressed areas plagued by chronic 
unemployment. 
Kennedy 
dazzled 
Republicans 
and Democrats alike with a 14- 
minute inaugural address Friday 
in which he told the world crisply 
that America will “ pay any price, 
bear any burden, meet any hard­ 
ship, support any friend or oppose 
any foe in order to assure the 
survival and success of liberty.” 
Kennedy did not deal In any 
specifics or recommend congres­ 
sional action. That will come later 
presumably in a series of individ­ 
ual messages. 
His inaugural talk drew approv­ 
ing comment from both Republi­ 
cans and Democrats. 
Senate Republican Leader Eve 
rett M. Dirksen of Illinois said 
Kennedy’s summation of Amer­ 
ica’s position in the world was 
“ a 
very 
compact 
message 
of 
hope ” Rep. Charles A. Halleck 
of Indiana. House minority lead­ 
er, was “ much impressed.” 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield of Montana called Ken­ 
nedy’s talk “ magnificent.” Assist­ 
ant Leader Hubert H. Humphrey 
of Minnesota said the new Presi­ 
dent had laid out a blueprint for 
“ an administration of vitality.”

Deadline Near for Reporting Farm Workers 


Farm operators are reminded 
that the January 31 deadline for 
reporting their “covered” agricul­ 
tural workers is near at hand. 
According to E. H. Biedenholz, 
manager of the Chillicohe district 
office of the Social Security Ad­ 
ministration, they have until this 
date to file tax returns for their 
employes, who in 1960 met the ag­ 
ricultural work test. 


To be “covered” a worker must 
be in at least one of the following 
categories: 
1. Cash wages paid to him by 
the farm 
operator 
must 
have 
amounted to $150 or more during 
1960. The wages do not include 
such items as room and board, 
clothing and other payments in 
kind. 
2. He must have worked on at 


least 20 different days during the 
year, for cash wages figured on a 
time basis. 
lf a farm worker was a mem­ 
ber of a crew, th© crew leader is 
usually 
responsible for reporting 
him at this time. 
However, in 
many cases the farm operator is 
the person responsible, if such is 
the agreement between hi mand 
the crew leader.

is 6 per cent with 3 per cent de­ 
ducted from the employe’s wages 
and 3 per cent to be paid by the 
employer. This tax is figured on 
earnings up to $4,800 a year.

causes 
heart attacks, the greatest single 
killer of Americans. I also causes 
500 fatal strokes a day, thus ac­ 
counting for 40 per cent of all 
A m erican deaths. 
The syndicate has a nam e — 
atherosclerosis, a process in which 
vital arteries become narrowed or 
clogged 
Few if any doctors think there 
is only one cause of atheroscler­ 
osis. Rather, they suspect a syn­ 
dicate of causes. 
And expert suspicions are point­ 
ing, among other thinkgs, to two 
of the most alluring aspects of 
American life — our rich diet and 
our soft living. 
They suspect many 
men 
and 
women, are 
eating 
and 
lazing 
their way into the hands of the 
assassins. 
They think — but cannot yet 
prove — that some changes in 
diet and 
exercise 
habits 
might 
greatly reduce the risk of heart 
attack, P art of their advice 
“ Stop gorging and start moving.’ 
Very significantly, many heart 
specialists and general physicians 
are taking their own advice. It’s 
less and less a case of a chubby 
physician, for exam ple, telling his 
patients THEY should reduce. 
The alluring diet 
assassin in­ 
volves as prim e suspects too many 
calories, too much of certain fats 
in our food, obesity, and ehlester- 
ol in the bloodstream . 
Indeed, says 
one 
researcher. 


Soviet doctors are becoming w or­ 
ried that heart attacks will soar 
in the Soviet Union when and if 
P rem ier Khurshchev makes good 
his boast of matching A m erica in 
rich and plentiful food for all. 
It s far easier to ride than to 
walk; to watch than to do. 
This soft living cloaks another 
assassin, many authorities think. 
They point to acres of excess 
A m erican weight, flabby m uscles, 
potbellies, spreading rears, creep­ 
ing obesity after age 25. 
They worry over habits of too 
little exercise, of activity lim ited 
at d ay ’s 
end 
of 
twiddling 
TV 
dials, or pressing power brakes 
on cars. 
Calories can be spent or saved 
like money, they stress. Save too 
much, and you grow fat. Spend 
some extra calories each day in 
m ovem ent, and the piggy bank of 
excess weight can grow slim m er. 
Not all heart authorities, be it 
clear, agree that diet and inactiv­ 
ity are im portant assassins. Nor 
can they promise 
that 
changes 
would disarm them. 
But m any agree m o d e r a t e 
changes m irht do much good, and 
cannot do harm . particularly for 
middle-aged men now 
dying 
of 
heart a t t a r s at an appalling rate. 
T hey’d like to see young men 
start these changes early, before 
antherosclerosis — which is a long­ 
term process — snuffs out their 
lives in their 40s or 50s. Autopsies 
find that atherosclerosis already 
has started in the arteries of 60 
per cent or more of young men 
killed in accidents or war. 
All authorities point to other sus­ 
pected agents in the syndicate:

Why U.S. Is in Laos 


In moonlight, in the early morning of

OI C OJji Al I1 UlJi£>I 
troops, equipped with Soviet and Chinese 
weapons, swept across the cratered, blood- 
soaked soil of Dien Bien Phu in Indo­ 
china. The heroic French garrison, hav­ 
ing withstood a siege of 55 days, surren­ 
dered. 
It is a memory now — one of a long suc­ 
cession of memories that stretch back 
through the Congo. Formosa, Hungary and 
Korea. After more than seven years of 
fighting in Indo-China, Dien Bien Phu 
broke the spirit of French resistance. 
Even as it happened, delegates from 
North Vietnam (communist), South Vi­ 
etnam (French Union), the U. S. A., Brit­ 
ain, the Soviet Union, France. Red China, 
Laos and Cambodia were debating peace 
terms at Geneva. 
Old French Indo-China, a loose confed­ 
eration of states, was partly reshaped. 
North Vietnam became communist; South 
Vietnam, strongly influenced by France, 
was given autonomy. Laos and Cambodia, 
two kingdoms which had f o r m e d part 
of Indo-China. became completely inde­ 
pendent and were demilitarized, except 
for forces needed for self-defense. 
The Geneva agreements were to be su- 
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pervised 
by commissions composed of

Poland. For four years the three countries 
^supervised the t r u c e terms and when 
these had been met, withdrew. 
When French influence was withdrawn 
from Laos, the vacuum was filled by the 
United States. Had the U. S. failed to move 
in. the n e a r e s t big power — China — 
would have done so. Had this happened. 
South Vietnam, Cambodia and Siam — all 
next door neighbors of Laos — would with­ 
out doubt have been suckered into the 
Chinese communist orbit. 
More than $300 million in American aid 
has been poured into Laos since 1954. In 
the last 18 months there have been six dif­ 
ferent governments. Today the govern­ 
ment is under communist attack. The Reds 
have waited for years for the hour to 
strike, but thev mav have miscalculated.

U.S. Feeds the World 


Could there be at least a partial solution 
to the farm problem in sight? The United 
States in 1960 supplied 17 per cent of the 
world trade in farm products and sold the 
production from one-sixth of the acreage 
harvested. Both these achievements are 
records which helped substantially in con­ 
taining crop surpluses. 
Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Taft Ben­ 
son is credited with a Herculean sales ac­ 
complishment in the long list of nations 
m w b u y i n g American farm products 
in quantities that have grown in each of 
the last several years. In behalf of this ef­ 
fort. the secretary visited 42 countries dur­ 
ing his eight - year tenure. On eight trade 
promotion trips covering 106,000 miles, he 
visited all parts of Europe, Northern Afri­ 
ca, the Near East, the Far East, Central 
and South America. 
Exporting farm products is not only a 
step to reduced surpluses, it has become a 
important addition to total exports as a 


source of income for the U. S. In the six 
years since the agricultural surplus dis­ 
posal program was enacted by Congress. 
$21 billion in farm products has been sold 
to world markets. Of this, $14 billion was 
purchased in U. S. dollars, and the remain­ 
der in currency of the buyers. 
An important part of the 1954 surplus dis­ 
posal legislation was the provision for ac­ 
ceptance of currency other than the dollar 
in payment for farm products. W h i l e 
these currencies extract a discount from 
the U. S., they have opened many new 
markets in dollar - poor areas of the world 
and have made it p o s s i b l e for the 
government to reduce its promotion of un­ 
satisfactory giveaway programs. 
With many nations unable to provide 
more than a small fraction of the needed 
sustenance within their own borders, the 
foundation now firmly in place faces an un­ 
limited potential.

New Life for Civil Defense 


Possible direction and purpose for Am­ 
erica’s befuddled Civil Defense organiza­ 
tion is offered in a new book by a physic­ 
ist. 
Backing his claim with a mountain of 
statistics, Herman Kahn, senior physicist 
of the Rand Corp., says fallout shelters 
and training programs could spell the dif­ 
ference between survival and annihilation 
in a nuclear war. His case for a more ef­ 
fective civil defense program is presented 
in the book “Thermonuclear War.” 
Knowledge that America could weather 
a surprise attack and deliver a devastat­ 
ing counterpunch would be a major de­ 


terrent to war, the scientist is convinced. 
His program calls for shelter building pro­ 
grams, identification of existing shelters, 
distribution of radiation meters, training 
and research activities. 
Lack of conviction that may precaution 
could prevent extinction in a nuclear at­ 
tack is a principal reason why the civil de­ 
fense program never has gotten off the 
ground. In a d d i t i o n , vacillating pol­ 
icy, boondoggling and gross inefficiency 
cost the organization most of the public 
confidence which was built up after its in­ 
ception.

Very' few women have guilty 
feelings about buying a dress their 
husbands can’t afford. 
Results of a consumer survey 
sponsored by leading dress man­ 
ufacturer Andrew Arkin. reveal 
that only 13 per cent of the buyers 
of costly dresses felt badly about 
it. Among the women surveyed, 72 
per cent reported they felt “ happy” 
61 per cent felt “ excited” and 61 
per cent felt “ justified.” 
The poll, aimed at determining 
the methods and motives by which 
women select styles, indicated that 
there have been radical changes 
in clothes - buying that manufact­ 
urers and retailers have not kept 
pace with. 
Most surpnstng of the changing 
trends unearthed is that price is 
a distant last of the factors women 
consider in chosing their clothes. 
Style was rated the first and most 
important factor by 54 per cent.

LANCASTER, Ohio (AP)—John 
F. Kennedy may not know it, but

States carries with it ownership 
of an Ohio graveyard.

— have owned the silent acre

Castro Seeks 


U.S. Accord 


On His Terms 


HAVANA (AP) — Fidel Castro 
offered Friday night to “begin 
anew” a quest for peace with 
President Kennedy’s administra­ 
tion. But the Cuban prime minis 
ter made clear it would be stric- 
ly on his own terms. 
The main condition for recon­ 
ciliation laid down by Castro was 
a total change in what he labeled 
a “ mistaken and absurd” policy 
of the United States toward his 
Communist * oriented revolution­ 
ary regime. 
While Castro was laying down 
peace term s in a two-hour speech 
to followers at the Presidential 
Palace, his fiery younger brother 
sounded a belligerent note in an 
address at Santiago. 
Raul Castro, minister of Cuba’s 
armed forces, told supporters that 
imperialist dangers still existed 
and vowed “ 20 Yankees” would 
fail for every militiaman killed 
in defense of Cuba. 
Both Castros addressed civilian 
soldiers who are being partly de­ 
mobilized after Cuba’s three-week 
military alert against a “ Yankee 
invasion” that never came.

WASHINGTON (AP) — As the

Robert Frost's 86-year-old 
eyes. 
Frost’s part in the inaugural 
program was part of the new 
President’s tribute to the coun­ 
try’s intellectuals. He has invited 
to his inauguration 
155 leading 
figures in the arts and 
sciences 
“ rn recognition of their im port­ 
ance.” 
Frost’s role was to be the larg­ 
est. Like Kennedy a New Eng­ 
lander and a Pulitzer Prize win­ 
ner, Frost was to recite “ The 
Gift Outright,” written more than 
20 years ago. He also had written 
especially for the occasion a long­ 
er poem expressing gratification 
that the arts had been recognized 
in the ceremony. 
Bundled up in a heavy overcoat 
and 
scarf, 
Frost, 
hatless, 
his 
white hair swept by the cold wind 
took his place at the podium and 
announced, “first a dedication.” 
Strong sunlight beat down on the 
lectern. 
Frost 
managed 
a 
few* 
words, squinted at the paper in 
front of him and read a few 
words more. He fumbled through 
six of the 42 typewritten lines, 
his words interspersed with long 
pauses, before muttering “I can’t 
see in this light.” 
Vice President Lyndon B. John­ 
son, seated nearby, jumped to his 
feet and extended his silk top hat 
to try to shield the sun. Another

placed 
his

to 
Frost’s right, between the lectern 
and the sun. 
Some of the platform shifted 
and a nervous laugh came from 
the crowd. 
Frost still could not make his 
way. He gave up on the dedica­ 
tion and turned to the poem. 
“I can say it to you without 
reading the poem,” 
Frost De- 
dared. Aware that the audience 
might be confused, he explained 
“ What I was leading up to was 
to dedicate the poem to the Pres­ 
ident-elect.” 
Frost’s voice grew stronger and 
all faltering was gone as he re­ 
cited from 
memory “The Gift 
Outright,” a 16-line poem express 
ing hope about this country’s des­ 
tiny.

were: 
“To the land vaguely realizing 
westward, 
“ But still unstoried, artless, 
unenhanced,

she would become.”
